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FORMER teacher and librarian Maya Pieris is best 
known for her Four Seasons range of handmade 
preserves and her interest in historical cookery. 

She was named Dorset Food Hero 2011 and has 
won awards from the Guild of Fine Food and Taste 
the West, even though her home in Askerswell 
has been without a functioning kitchen for the 
past two years. 

Maya is a member of the History Girls, who spe¬ 
cialise in historical catering, and who provided 
the buffet for the reopening of Bridport's Town 
Hall. She writes a regular food column for Eggar- 
don and Colmer's View and has appeared on ITV's 
cookery show Hungry Sailors. 


■ HAVE you always been interested in cooking? 

Oh yes. It was something my mother and grandmother 
did. They were really good cooks, traditional cooks, and 
my memory of my mother is of her cooking. Years and 
years ago I thought I should do something to do with 
cookery but I didn’t until a five or six-years-ago. 

■ WHAT made you embark on a career in cooking? 

I taught and was a librarian in various schools, colleges, 
that kind of thing. I had three really bad jobs in a row and 
I thought, ‘that’s it, I don’t want to be in four walls with 
a window and a door any more’. I decided to do what I 
love instead. 

■ YOUR business is home-based, but you have no 
kitchen? 

The house I bought in Askerswell had unforeseen issues 
which meant the kitchen has been pretty much unusable 
for the past couple of years. I’ve had to beg and borrow 
kitchen space, which has been interesting. But kitchen 
spaces, like the hall at Litton Cheney have worked out 
brilliantly, so it’s really turned out okay. 

■ HOW did the History Girls come about? 

The History Girls came out of going to a poetry meeting 
in Cattistock. The Fox & Hounds pub there was giving 
people the opportunity to come and cater. It’s a brilliant 
pub, really old, and I thought it would be great to do some 
historical cookery there and use the evening to raise funds 
for the Bridport Museum. So that’s what I, Emily Hicks 
and Caroline Richards did, and that’s when we formed 
the History Girls. 

■ WHERE do you get the recipes? 

I am not an academic, I don’t have it all in my head. I am 
always reaching for recipe books. I think my first one was 
on bread-making that my mum gave me years ago when 
I was still living at home. I don’t know why it impressed 



me, but it did. I have about 300 historical recipe books 
now and I dip into them all the time. 

■ WHAT kind of things do you make? 

Pickled mackeral called ‘caveach’ is very popular. It’s 
cooked very quickly in oil and then vinegar, spices are 
added, particularly mace, and it’s served cold. It’s really 
scrummy. And then there are little beetroot pancakes, 
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very light with a horseradish sauce on top. People also 
love our little tarts filled with syllabub - sweet cream with 
sherry and sugar. You’ll find recipes for syllabub going 
back to the 1400s when it was just cream milked straight 
into a pot, whisked up with eggs and then eaten with al¬ 
cohol. Cucumber cooked in butter, chicken stock and 
herbs is also fabulous. 

■ DO you have a favourite thing to cook at home? 

Not really. What I like is having people in the house. 
Once I have people coming into the house I think, ‘What 
am i going to do?’ At new year we had a roasted cheese 
with a 16th century bread that I absolutely love and lots 
of different mulled wines, ciders and possets. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in West Dorset? 

I have never been in a place where you can engage with 
people so quickly. I spent years in Hitchin, Hertfordshire 
and was really well known there, but still it was hard to 
get anything going. But around here you suggest some¬ 
thing and people don’t just say, ‘Great, you go and do it’, 
they say, ‘Yeah that will be fun to join in with’. 

It’s a real marrying of ideas, there’s always somebody re¬ 
ceptive to something. For example I am secretary of the 
Bridport Food Festival - we’ve set up a poetry project 
with junior schools called Potting Shed Poetry and we’re 
bringing out a biscuit book. I’m also hoping to work with 
two artists I met at Bridport Art Centre, and in our village 
we’ve set up an apple pressing project. It’s just a great 
place to be.

New toilet facilities 
open in town centre

NEW toilets have opened in Bridport town centre at a cost 
of more than £100,000. 

Residents can now spend a penny in the modem purpose 
built toilet block after the district council forked out 
£130,000 to build it in the South Street car park. 

The toilets will cost West Dorset district Council up to 
£15,000 a year to run and maintain (the average annual 
cost of each toilet block it runs). 

The block provides male, female and disabled toilets as 
well as baby changing facilities. 

The district council said the new toilets will provide a 
“much better service for residents and visitors” because it 
is a brand new, up-to-date, modern toilet facility. 

The opening follows the closure of the East Street car 
park toilets - which cost WDDC more than £12,000 to re¬ 
pair, maintain and mn in the last financial year. 

The future of the East Street toilet block remains a mys¬ 
tery while WDDC decides what to do with it. 

Earlier this year the district council announced it would 
put the building up for sale, although it has yet to disclose 
a price tag. 

WDDC leader Robert Gould has previously said there 
would be a planning brief for buyers so it was clear what 
sort of development would be acceptable on the site. 

Councillor Martin Ray, leader of Bridport Town Council, 
said the two councils had worked well together to provide 
the toilets. 

He said: “Bridport Town Council is very pleased that the 
new public toilets are now open in South Street Car Park. 

“It was always the intention that these new town centre 
facilities would be provided by West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, as part of the Town Hall project. 

“The two councils have worked well in partnership on 
this project, with the Town Surveyor managing the project 
delivery on behalf of the district council.” 

Bridport now has three toilets: the WDDC run facilities 
at the bus station and in South Street and the Bridport

council offices, in High West Street, has been placed with 
an estate agent and will be marketed soon. 
He has also spoken out over claims that the second phase 
of Charles Street will not proceed, although has not ex¬ 
pressly said that it will definitely go ahead, qualifying his 
commitment to the second phase. 

“West Dorset District Council is in talks with the devel¬ 
oper Simons and we are committed to completing the sec¬ 
ond phase of the development. It is hoped that phase two 
of the project will start mid-2013. A number of retailers 
have expressed a high level of interest in the project, which 
is very positive.” 

Mr Gould says that the move by the district council into 
the new offices will take place before Christmas with 
Dorset County Council staff occupying the new library and 
adult education centre from early 2013. 

Opponents of the scheme have been critical of the spend¬ 


ing, in times of austerity, and are upset that some key de¬ 
cisions about the development appear to have been taken 
without the knowledge of all district councillors. They also 
fear that the existing district council offices, Stratton 
House in High West Street, will remain unoccupied apart 
from the relocated Tourist Information Centre and Tolpud- 
dle Martyrs Visitor Centre. 

“How would councillors have voted had they known the 
facts they now know? Phase One’s council offices (and li¬ 
brary) were the massively undemocratic aberration. Coun¬ 
cillors must now lead, set aside party politics and demand 
an urgent, several-hours-long council debate on WDDC’s 
biggest investment in 38 years, and control, as our elected 
representatives, whether - with facts as they are today - 
more council-tax payers’ money should now be spent on 
moving/fitting-out new offices, or instead make do, with 
improvements, in Stratton House,” said John Grantham 
from the Public Holds WDDC to Account group.

A PUBLIC drop-in session is being held 
in Bridport to give community groups 
and residents a chance to help shape a 
Lottery-funded project. 

Along with Dorchester, the town’s 
community is being asked how a Lot¬ 
tery grant could help them tackle cli¬ 
mate change. 

Communities Living Sustainably is a 
£10 million programme funded by the 
Big Lottery Fund, which aims to help 
people deal with the potential impact of 
climate change. 

Funding has already been awarded to 
develop the project in West Dorset, and 
it is hoped that Bridport and Dorchester 
area will be one of ten across the coun¬ 
try to be awarded a substantial grant to 
tackle issues such as local food produc¬ 
tion, home energy efficiency, commu¬ 
nity sustainable energy and work with 
schools.

Volunteers, the co-ordinators and 
representatives from services 
linked with the scheme met for the 
first time in Bridport’s Art Cafe to 
discuss its future. 

Mrs Burlington said: “Because 
the project stalled when first set up 
the meeting was to let the volun¬ 
teers know it was going to get 
started now.

Round Britain runner 
jogs into Bridport 


A MAN running through Bridport in 
tights would not normally get a positive 
response - but Sam Boatwright is not 
your average man. 

The 29-year-old stopped off in the mar¬ 
ket town on his life-changing 2,500-mile 
trip around the UK - which he aims to 
complete by running 50 miles each day. 

The ex-Navy sailor was given a free 
luxury room at the Bull Hotel after com¬ 
pleting the 33rd day of his epic 50-day 
jog around the country’s coastline. 

He starts his challenge each morning at 
8am and runs for nine hours, burning up 
to 6,000 calories a day. 

The rugby playing Bradford man said 
the run had even restored his faith in the 
people and countryside of the UK since 
starting out on April 6th. 

Sam is running to raise money for Help 
for Heroes after deciding he wanted to do 
something to push his body and mind to 
the limit. 

He said: “I wanted to do something that 
challenged and pushed my body beyond 
the limit of what’s normal. 

“I looked at going up Everest or K2 but 
you can almost get pushed up to the top, 
it’s just a case of your body acclimatis¬ 
ing, so I wanted to do something I had to 
do myself. I have to run the miles, no¬ 
body can do it for me.” 

The personal trainer said as he rested in 
the Bull Hotel: “There have been some 
days that have been gruelling and tortu¬ 
ous but days like today have been bril¬ 
liant. 

“I always wondered why anyone would 
go on holiday in the UK but running 



down here I can definitely see why peo¬ 
ple come to Bridport, it’s beautiful. 

“I’m falling in love with the English 
countryside and the people. 

“I’ve gone on about broken Britain but 
so many people have come and given me 
money on this run, people have been so 
generous, it’s been amazing, something 
I’ll always remember. People talk about 
the north-south divide but I’ve not seen 
anything like that just human decency.” 

Sam was inspired by Eddie Izzard’s 
similar run, but unlike the 
comedian his team com¬ 
prises of his wife, friends 
and one stranger who of¬ 
fered to drive him after a 
day’s running. 

When he gets to his des¬ 
tination he has a bath and 
lays down to let 
the blood settle 
in his legs and 
then up-dates 
his Facebook 
and reads mes¬ 
sages from well- 
wishers. 

Sam also writes 
for a book he hopes 
to publish about his 
challenge. 

He is also planning an¬ 
other run possible across 
America or Europe. 


Billy Lintell, the Bull Hotel marketing 
manager, said: “They approached us di¬ 
rectly and we obviously get inundated for 
charity things but we felt, firstly, what he 
was trying to achieve was amazing and 
that Help for Heroes was a really worth¬ 
while charity. 

“We gave him a luxury room with a roll 
top bath because we felt needed a bit of 
luxury after pounding the roads and you 
have got to support someone that under¬ 
takes something like that.”

Temporary aerials had been set up 
for the day and I still remember ad¬ 
justments having to be made to get 
a good signal. 

There was a family charge of one 
shilling for the morning, one shilling 


for the afternoon and sixpence for 
the evening although the total 
charge was reduced to two shillings 
if you stayed all day. We took a 
packed lunch and a picnic tea. 

I watched everything that went on 
during the day as we felt that we 
were taking part in a national event 
in real time - something we had not 
experienced before. 

The pictures that we saw were of 
course in black and white, but this 
didn't detract from the experience of 
'being there'. 

A week or two later we went to cin¬ 
ema in Edmonton and saw'A Queen 
Is Crowned'which was the Corona¬ 
tion film in Technicolor. This was very 
good and reinforced everything that 
we had seen on the day itself on TV. 


The schools distributed souvenir 
booklets and mugs to commemo¬ 
rate the occasion and my uncle, who 
worked in a bank, gave me a newly 
minted Coronation crown piece. 

There was a sense of hope as the 
new young Queen represented a 
new beginning following a period of 
mourning for the King and the ef¬ 
fects of the war and rationing, etc. 

It didn't seem to be such a materi¬ 
alistic age, people were more impor¬ 
tant than things.

white TV, with the girl of the house 
and some of her friends, plus mum 
and other neighbours. 

I don't think I had ever watched TV 
before and I was not impressed, in 
fact I was bored stiff and hated 
every minute. I kept pleading with 
Mum to let me go home, but to no 
avail. I had to stay there - it was 
something I would remember for¬ 
ever. 

I am sure this first experience of 
TV put me off for life as I very rarely 
watch anything now.

Diana was just old enough to appreciate the beauty 
and solemnity of the whole spectacle, and all things 
considered Patrick's remarks and questions went down 
very well. 

What wonderful memories I have of that occasion. 
Strange to relate Diana and I now live in this land, and 
have done since 2005, both widowed.

Legendary rockers Hawkwind 
to play special Brid port gig 

ENGLISH rock band Hawkwind have confirmed a per¬ 
formance at the Electric Palace on Friday, May 25th to 
mark the start of their new album tour. 

Formed in 1969 by former London busker Dave Brock, 
there have been numerous line-up changes throughout 
the years, but Brock remains at the helm today and is 
known affectionately by many of the fans as the Captain 
of the ship. 

Hawkwind are acknowledged with creating a new 
genre of music 'space-rock' in the 1970s. The Orb, The 
Chemical Brothers and Leftfield openly acknowledge 
Hawkwind's influence upon their music. 

In 1972 Hawkwind headlined the famous Chalk Farm 
Roundhouse in London. A gig billed as the "Greasy 
Truckers Party" this gig was to be forever etched into 
Hawkwind folklore, as it was at this show that their 
trademark single "Silver Machine" was recorded. The 
track, which featured Lemmy on vocals, brought the 
band to the attention of the wider general public after 
it reached number two in the UK charts in the June of 
that year. 

The success of"Silver Machine"financed their famous 
'mind blowing'themed tour, entitled 'Space Ritual'. This 
show set the precedent for all future Hawkwind shows. 
The band's wealth of creative talent, including contri¬ 
butions from the likes of sci-fi author Michael Moorcock, 
poet Bob Calvert, designer'Barney Bubbles'and lighting 
engineer'Liquid Len'created the world's first multime¬ 
dia touring show. The barrage of light, sound, dance 
and theatrics has since become a hallmark of all subse¬ 
quent Hawkwind shows, making each gig a unique and 
spectacular event. 

After a drugs bust in USA in 1975, Lemmy left the 
band and went on to form 'Motorhead' and Hawkwind 
finished the year in style, headlining a week of psyche¬ 
delic themed shows at The Royal Festival Hall in Lon¬ 
don.

Kenyon, the American poet who died of 
leukaemia in 1995.

Yes, long shadows go out 
from the bales; and yes, the soul 
must part from the body:

I divested myself of despair 
and fear when I came here.

I am the stone step, 
the latch, and the working hinge... 

I am the heart contracted by joy... 
the longest hair, white 
before the rest... 

I am there in the basket of fruit 
presented to the widow... 

I am the musk rose opening 
unattended, the fern on the boggy summit... 

I am the one whose love 
overcomes you, already with you 
when you think to call my name...
